ISHXfh.WA  and  ulso  a  j^-panose  Officer  ir.  Coa.it  lid  of  the  >a*ea  adjacent  to  the 
aorodroi-m  were  interviewed  by  ...o  «.n  various  occusioiis  t.nd  the  whole 
question  of  GCULDEF's  escape  und  the  objections  to  the  possibilities  to 
his  boiLg  shot  were  raised,  I  interviewed  GOULDS?  after  his  recapture  und 
(  he  was  in  a  very  cistresoed  frame  of  mind,  Capt,  YaSUDA  would  listen  to 
1  j.o  appeals  whatever?  he  s^id  that  if  GOULDU*  v*-s  not  shot  discipline 
would  net  be  maintained  and  that  other  men  would  ulso  attept  to  escape.

Lt.  EERT.DU  and  Lt.  WaTSOF  wore  murohed  in  company  with  GOUIDD1?  and  tho 
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guards  to  a  point  approximately  five  hundred  yurds  from  the  camp.  At 
t:  is  spot  a  pole  hud  been  erected  vind  G0U1DIF!  was  blidfolded,  tied  to  the 
polo  end  shot  in  front  of  us.  GOULDEN  hud  no  forax-1  trial.  1  thon  got  a 
doctor,  Cupt.  HIGGU’Si  end  u  padre  and  the  Doctor  examined  the  body  and 
pronounced  life  extinct  and  vre  were  ordered  to  c>.rry  the  body  back  through 
tl.e  assembled  ranks  of  the  Buttalion.  a  truck  ras  suiting  ut  the  gate  and 
OCUlDEN’s  body  was  tuken  to  the  Victoria  point  Cemetery  whore  u  grevo  hud 
elroudy  boon  prepured  and  was  buried  in  my  preaonceTi  Sgt.  ISHDCaVa,  the 
Ct*.p  Coi-nndant  and  private  S1UR..ISHI  wore  also  prosent .  The  following
